Indianapolis. Oct. 1.—Every family 
in I n d i a n a Is being asked by Dr. H a r r y 
E. Barnard, representative of Herbert 
Hoovor, national food 
administrator, 
in this state, and by the State Council 
of Defense, to reduce its per capita 
coBBumptlon of sugar f r o m 4 ounces 
to a t most 3 ounces and If ^possible to 
ounces. In order t h a t t h e r e m a y 
be aooumulated a surplus of 100.000 
tons f o r export to France. 
There Is 
not now this surplus In the country, 
Mr. Hoover states, and the only way It 
can become available Is through a re- 
duced consumption. 


Mr. Hoover Is anslous t h a t nothing 
be done to Interfere with the success- 
ful preservation 
of 
fruit, In 
which 
sugar is so essential. 
H e particularly 
cautions 
state 
food 
commissioners 
against t h e false economy t h a t might 
result f r o m the withholding 
enough 
sugar to properly preserve the food- 
stuffs now being harvested f r o m f r u i t 
trees. 
It Is by other, more practical 
and less hazardous methods of saving 
t h a t he hopes to have the desired 100,- 
000 tons.

Following is the telegram received 
by Mr. Barnard f r o m Mr. Hoover, and

Our own situation Is that

the first of January, when t h e new 
West Indian crop becomes availa- 
ble to all. 


Our consumption is at the rate 
of 90 pounds per person per year 
— a little under 4 ounces per day 
per person. 


The French people are on a ra- 
tion of sugar

21 
pounds per a n n u m per person— 
or at the rate of less t h a n 1 single 
ounce per day per person—a little 
more than the weight of a silver 
dollar each day. 


The English and Italian rations 
are also not over 1 ounce per day. 


The French people will be en- 
tirely without sugar for over two 
months if we refuse to part with 
enough f r o m our stocks to ke^p

supplied

small allowance, as it is not avail- 
able f r o m any other quarter. 


Sugar even to a greater a m o u n t 
than the French ration Is a hu- 
m a n necessity.

preserving fruit, which we do not

Germany may be shownig a "united 
front" against 
the 
enemy, but 
the 
kaiser seems to be in trouble keeping 
his children from scrapping. 
Bavaria 
and 
Prussia 
especially are the 
bad 
boys, calling names and slinging mud 
at each other, through their newspa- 
pers. 


For example, the Munich Post, with 
some comments of its own on "those 
pigheaded Prussians," quotes f r o m the 
Deutsche Tages-Zeitung the following 
extraordinary 
Instances 
of 
official 
muddling: 


"The 
Obernhelm 
local 
authorities 
received f r o m the central egg depot at 
Mannheim a truckload of 2,000 eggs, 
accompanied by the 
statement 
that 
two eggs were allowed to every family, 
and t h a t the price of the eggs was 12 
cents each. 


"In Obernhelm, however, there was. 
no lack of eggs, so the 
burgomaster 
wrote to the central authorities, 'We 
need no eggs.' 
By return of post there 
came the command f r o m above, 'You 
must take the eggs.' 


"The eggs were not accepted; they 
remained in the truck, and are now 
poisoning the air all around—and In 
Berlin people are starving. 


"The 
village 
of 
Kllngenbach 
re- 
ceived orders to deliver 200 pounds of 
butter in the village of Gerdauen, 
a 
distance of about five miles. 
The but- 
ter was conveyed thithei-, but the vil- 
lage of Gerdauen i-efused to accept it 
as there was no lack of butter. 
After 
a couple of hours' delay the butter was 
dispatched to the town of Lynz, four 
miles farther away. 
The burgomaster 
there declined to receive the consign- 
ment, as there was butter in plenty. 


"Finally the butter was taken to the 
large prisoners' camp in the vicinity, 
where Annamites, Senega; negroes and 
English 
and 
other 
Hottentots 
may 
now anoint themselves with It—and In 


Berlin people are starving, and cursing 
the farmers." 


Bavarian newspapers also complain 
bitterly 
that 
Prussians 
and 
North 
Germans generally "fall on the 
Ba- 
varian holiday districts like a plague 
of hungry locusts" and eat the people 
out of house and home. 
The Augsburg 
Abendzeitung says: 


"The greed with which North Ger- 
mans holiday-making in Bavaria fling 
themselves on all the food they can 
procure to take back with them 
on 
their return is disgusting. 


"These food-liogs have become an 
absolute pest. 
In 1916 the number of 
strangers in Bavaria readied 400,000. 
It was as though entire German tribes 
f r o m the north had emigrated to settle 
for months at a time In the southwest- 
ern districts of the empire. 


"These strangers started on system- 
atic foraging expeditions, and 
there 
was not a farm, not a solitary miner's 
hut, but 
was 
at their 
mercy. 
The 
means 
employed 
were—money 
in 
heaps, fine words, and, where neither 
sufficed, a strong dose of the 
impu- 
dence proper to North Germans." 


On the other 
hand, 
the 
Tägliche 
Rundschau falls tooth 
and 
nail 
on 
"those infamous Bavarians" for their 
"lack of hospitality." 


"The ways of Bavarian 
hospitality 
are truly wonderful. 
Visitors are be- 
ing singled out for special legislation 
which is nothing short of infamous. 


"According to the latest 
Bavarian 
regulations, these holiday guests are 
to pay 100 per cent 
more 
for 
their 
bread than the native residents. 
They 
will only be entitled to half the daily 
milk allowance of other persons, they 
may be furnished only with one and a 
half ounces of fats a week, and are not 
allowed to buy either eggs or starchy 
foods. 
Moreover, at the end of four 
weeks' residence they must leave the 
district."

in France.

has been spent in France, where there 
are over 500,000 people afflicted with 
tuberculosis as a direct result of the 
wai\ 
The Red Cross and the Rocke- 
feller Foundation hope ultimately to 
have 
nearly 
400 
dispensaries 
in 
France. 


The Red Cross has also appropriat- 
ed $1,000,000 for the relief of sick and 
wounded French 
soldiers 
and their 
families. 
An infant welfare unit has 
been formed. 


Preparations 
have 
been 
m a d e 
to 
clothe, feed and temporarily 
shelter 
about 100,000 refugees f r o m the re- 
gions devastated by the Germans. The 
Red 
Cross 
Is 
furnishing mutilated 
men with artlfilcial limbs and Is co- 
operating in establishing homes 
for 
blinded soldiers. 


Along the route of our troops f r o m 
seaport to front, the Red Cross has es- 
tablished infirmaries and rest stations, 
in charge of American trained nurses. 
Canteens are being established at rail- 
way stations where American soldiers 
m a y find rest, baths, lunches, etc. 


F o r the more serious side Red Cross 
has arranged 
f o r 
60,000 
pounds of 
ether, for a central plant for the man-^ 
ufatcure of nitrous oxygen, and a fac- 
tory for surgical instruments.

stations have been provided for the 
poilus. 
Here they can bathe,

Three hundred thousand dollars has

Walking Is An Ideal 
Exercise for Health 


It is a sad fact that many persons fail 
to realize that walking is the best exer- 
cise that one can possibly take to pro- 
mote health of mind and body. 
Per- 
haps the fact that it Is .^o cheap a lux- 
u.-y makes it less attractive. 
If walk- 
ing clubs would charge a fat fee for the 
privilege of belonging to them and 
walking with the members, perhaps 
the percentage of men and women in- 
dulging in pedestrlanlsm 
would 
be 
greater. 
There is nothing like this 
form of exercise to produce permanent 
muscular development, to give mental 
stimulation through observation and to 
prolong the life of every individual who 
is wise enough to form the habit of 
v/alking Ave or ten miles every day. 


It is most important that one wear 
proper clothing for the walk. For a 
woman a short skirt or bloomers, a 
comfortable-fitting shirtwaist, 
shade 
hat and properly 
fitting 
shoes 
and 
stockings are in order.

la incorrect breathing. 
When 
walking 
begin 
slowly 
and 
breath 
through the nose, keeping the mouth 
closed. 
Breathing through the mouth 
allows the delicate mucous membrane 
to become inflamed with a result of 
colds in the head and chest and even 
serious disease. 


Well-known 
walkers have 
proved 
that the short cut to health is Avalking. 
Many of them say that through this 
exercise they have cured rheumatism, 
the exertion removing uric acid from 
the system. 
Another well-known pe- 
destrian cured himself of Brlght's dis- 
ease by persisting in walking after 
being told that his cure was hopeless. 
I have known persons to cure persist- 
ent colds by vigorou.s walking. The ex- 
ercise had the same result as a Turk- 
ish bath. 
Needless to say that one 
should not linger in the damp clothes 
when the walk is finished. They should 
be removed and a hot bath taken, fol- 
lowed by a cold shower.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 1.—Whether 
a railroad or. other public utility has 
the right arbitrarily to abandon Its 
service to the -public and cease doini? 
business, is a question that will be de- 
termined by the Indiana public service 
commission in a hearing next Tuesday. 


The problem has been raised in con- 
nection with the fate of the Cincinnati, 
Bluffton and Chicago i-ailroad, which 
runs from 
Portland to Huntington, 
when it runs at all. This road has 
been in the courts for years, under re- 
ceivership and otherwise, and a few 
days ago it was sold under order of 
court for $300,000 to Herbert Sonken, 
representing a firm of junk dealers. 


Sonken declined to tell what he 
proposed to do with the road< 
Imme- 
diately after the sale he discontinued 
the running of trains -and |L11 other 
service by the road. 


Weber & Purvlance, grain dealers of 
Huntington, have filed with the public 
service commission a petition saying 
that when the train service was dis- 
continued the firm had 10,000 bushels 
of grain in a warehouse at Simpson, a 
small village in Huntington county, 
an^ that without service on the rail- 
road this grain can not be moved to 
mark^et. 
The firm asked the commis- 
sion to issue an order to Sonken to 
resume train 
service and move its 
grain. 


The commission has sent a notice to 
Sonoken to appear before the commis- 
sion a t 10 o'clock next Tuesday and 
show cause why* he should not resume 
and 
continue the operation of the 
road. 


"I do not believe a public utility has 
the right to discontinue service to the 
public without first obtaining the ap- 
proval of the public service commis- 
sion," said Charles A. Edwards, com- 
mlssionar, who issued the order for the 
hearing.

Laporte, Tnd., Oct. 1.—Speaking be- 
fore the state conference of Charities 
and Corrections today. Judge James 
A. Collins, 
of 
the 
Marion criminal 
court, at 
Indianapolis, 
explained in 
what way the st^te has become a great 
offender against persons convicted of 
crime, and their dependents. 
He de- 
clared that whenever a state permits 
wrongs and abuses to exist within its 
borders then the state Itself becomes 
an offendor, and that in spite of the 
old legal maxim that "the state can do 
no wrong." 
In the course of his ad- 
dress he said: 


"The jail was never intended' to 
serve as a prison, and so long as the 
state permits its jails to be used 
prisons, so long will she continue 
be an offender. 
And the jail problem 
will remain with us so long as the state 
countenances the price of petty politi- 
cal graft—paying sheriffs forty cents 
a 
day 
for 
feeding 
prisoners." 
The 
speaker advocated the state furni.<ih- 
ing the food instead of th» sheriff do- 
ing so. 


Conclemii-s Prison Contract I^abor. 
The system of "contract labor" in 
prisons was condemned by Judge Col- 
lins and he declared it never had been 
the intention of the writers of the In- 
diana constitution 
that 
corpoi-ationa 
and individuals should "wax rich on 
the labor of the state's delinquents " 
Continuing he said that poverty and 
misery should never be increased by 
depriving the dependents of convicts 
of their only means of support, lea.v- 
ing them 
absolutely 
without assist- 
ance. 


The use of labor at the Indiana pris- 
ons to repair, and if necessary build 
railroad cars, was suggested by Judge 
Collins as a possible useful occupa- 
tion for persons sent to the prisons. 
He urged that the regular factories 
and foundries in that woric would 
be 
relieved to a certain extent of the pres- 
ent pressure upon them. 


Comparing forward steps in care of 
prisoners, taken in Indiana and other 
states. Judge Collins said: 


"We in Indiana are not so far b* 
hind our sister states in worldng out 
the problem of inmate labor, but the 
weakness in our system Is a failure to 
provide for either the Inmate or his 
family to enjoy a little of the fruit of 
his labor." 


Butler Discusecs War. 


Another speaker at today's session 
of the conference was Amos W. But- 
ler, secretarj' of the state board of 
Charities and 
Corrections. 
Hh 
dis- 
cussed 
the 
demands 
which will 
bo 
made on the social agencies because 
of 
the 
war. 
According to his view 
many extraordinary .situations and de- 
mands will have to be met. 
"All tho 
lines of human activity ^vill have to 
be recast," he said. 
"There will be a 
different perspective. 
There is little, 
out of our experience we can call to 
our aid. 
The work of the Red Cross 
in Canada and Europe will afford the 
best guide." 


Mr. Butlor declared thei-e must be 
an army of mercy to fight at home and 
in the hospitals the pitiable battles of 
life and death against disease and the 
tendenoy toward lax moral conditions 
due to the influence of the war. 
He 
urged that social work be continued 
In both public and private even more 
vigorously tlian before the war. 
Tho 
best possible organization of agencies 
which carry on such work, both at 
home and abroad, must be attained, 
Mr. Butler said. 
He made a number 
of suggestions as to how the work in 
view might be assisted.

Thomas Ashe, the Sinn Fein leader who 
died Thur.sda.y, from the city hall to

large,

numbers 
even that of the Pamell funeral in 1891. 
The procession was^ very well organized 
and perfect order was kept. 


The principal contingents 
were Irish 
volunteers, the Gaelic Athletic associa- 
tion, the Gaelic leaguefi the Liberty Hall 
citizen army and l>ublin Trade luiions. 
There were also many 
representatives 
from women's clubs. More than a dozen 
bands played patriotic airs. 
The three 
mile route'was lined with spectators, and 
the bells of the Civtholic churches were 
tolled. 
The Irish volunteers wore their 
uniforms and carried sticks, althoiteh 
these were offenses against recent mim- 
tary regulations.

h Player's Bonus Larger 
Than Income of Most 
of the Fans. 


, 
New Tork, Ot. 1.—The biggest 
financial 
bonus of the baseball year is to be dis- 
tributed soon., in the form of a division 
of ; the grate receipts of the -world series 
games of;;, 1917. When the New Tork Na- 
tiQi^l ajnd Chicago American league play- 
ers receive their share of the money paid 
in" the ;form of admission charges by the 
thousands -, of specators who will attend 
the-.contests, they will be able to deposit 
to- the credit of their bank accounts sums 
larger than.the yearly income of many of 
the fans who will witness the play. 


The players will not be the only ones to 
profit, however, for the club» owners and 
^the .national commission also comes in for 
p e r c e n t ^ e of the receipts, which are 
kxpected to exceed a quarter of a million 
iqllars this season. Under the rules of the 
^tter body, which 
have 
governed the 
Jrld series since 1905, the division 
is 
|de in the following manner: 
le national commission receives 10 per 
of the receipts of each and every 
played by the contending clubs; the 
fining 90 per cent of the first four 
is divided upoh a basis of two- 
to the players of the 
contesting 
ind one-third to the club owners, 
le playing of the fourth game the 


equally, after the national commission has 
taken its 10 per cent. 
The players' share 
of the world series funds are apportioned 
upon a basis of 60 per cent to the winner 
and 40 per cent to the loser, while the two 
clubs as corporations are required to con- 
tribute a certain amount of their portions 
to the leagues of which they are members. 


That these sums are not to be considered 
lightly, even in the present days of extra- 
ordinary 
financial 
operations, 
may 
be 
realized when it is stated that the receipts 
of the thirteen series played since 1903 
have aggregated $2,874,224. Of this huge 
amount the 
players have 
received $1,- 
180,823, the club owners $1,411,156, and the 
national commission $282,242. 
The rules 
governing the series specify that..each club 
shall name in advance of the play the men 
who are eligible to participate in the 
games. 
These players each receive one 
share of the winning or losing teams' per- 
centage with certain arrangements for 
ground keepers, mascots and others con- 
nected with the teams in a minor capacity. 


Some idea of the sums that fall to the 
share of players who engage in the world 
series may be gained from a glance of the 
records 
of 
preceding 
struggles. 
The 
largest amount went to the members of 
the Bo.'rton Americans, who played and 
won the eight-game series from the New 
Tork Xationals in ^1912. 
That year each 
regular member of the Red Sox received 
$4,024. 
The next highest amount 
was 
$3,910. al.so capturcd by the Boston Ameri- 
cans of last season as a result of their de- 
feat of the 
Brooklyn 
Nationals. 
The 
smallest sums received since 1903 by the 
individual members of a winning team waa 
.$1,142, by the New Tork Nationals in the 
series against the Philadelphia Americana 
in 190.5. The Chicago Nationals hold the 
minimum losers' record with $439, when 
the Chicago White Sox won the title in 
four out of six games in 1906.

I remarked, "and 
most of them probably have coveted 
your position more than that of the 
president of the United States." 


"McGraw's eyes twinkled, and

answered soberly, "I wish I were going 
with them." 


"In that also, you and the president 
hook up together." I answered. 


Again John McGraw smiled—a smile 
that began brilliantly at his eyes and 
faded to ghostly vagueness as it reach- 
ed his mouth.

"You have the reputation of always 
having the most temperamental ball 
club in existence," I ventured.

New York, Oct. 1.—^The White Sox 
should win the world series. 


After watching both the Sox and 
Giants in action on several recent oc- 
casions and comparing the two teams 
by thé way they 
appeared 
as 
they 
neared the wire I cannot see wfiiere the 
Giants have more than the chance of 
very good luck in winning. 


In 
figuring 
on a short series many 
! things beside plain méchanical 
play 
must be considered as more than casual 
possibilities. 


P e r h a p s the most important thing to 
consider at this time is the feeling of 
the men on the two clubs toward each 
other. 


The White Sox are like a big family. 
The men al! get along well with each 
other and 'hey like Rowland, who has 
never tried to detract credit f r o m them 
to help himself along. 


I will not say there is active dissen- 
sion on the New York club, but I do 
know that there is bad feeling toward 
Herzog, since he left the club recent- 
ly, the men believing that he deserted 
at a critical time. 


I will not say that there will be any 
open fight on Herzog if he returns, but 
the feeling will remain and a ball club 
divided against Itself is in pretty tough 
luck. 


In case Herzog does not rejoin the 
club the infield will be greatly weak- 
ened regardless of .what lineup shifts 
McGraw makes. 


In either case the situation is not a 
happy one for New York. 


I also believe that the club that gets 
away well will have a big advantage.

Garfield believes that the price lim- 
itation can be enforced by Investiga- 
tion of the books of dealers upon local 
complaint of extortion and withdrawal 
of the government license of any of- 
fending dealer. It also Is held by some 
government officials that an offending 
dealer could be aopt to the penitentiary. 


The scheme of a bJajjcet regula- 
tion of the gross margin was adopted 
to avoid the protracted Investigation 
that would be necessary for the fixa- 
tion of specific retail prices. 
Under 
this plan the administration is confi- 
dent that the coal business will be 
stabilized ,that consumers will resume 
buying, and that prices will be re- 
duced. 


Fair to All Concerned. 


"I believe," Dr. Garfield said, "that 
this plan will result In ¡'•termining at 
once in each community a. retail mar- 
gin fair to both the con.sumer and the 
dealer, and that, this being a fact, the 
public uncertainty regarding retail coal 
prices, 
and 
the 
uncertainty

to 
whether or not to buy, will be entirely 
removed. 


"It is possible that, in some com- 
munities, the percentage of increase 
of the present cost of retail coal busi- 
ness is more than 30 per cent in excess 
of the cost in 1915. 
When this can

administrator will ne empowered to 
recommend a readju.stment. 
All such 
readjustments must be taken up in 
the firiit instance with the local com-' 
I mittees to be aupointed by the state 
fuel administra/^s. 


"Readjustment, also, will be made 
whenever the fuel administrator learns 
that the retail margin added by any 
dealer ia too high. 
In fixing this mar- 
gin the dealer is under no obligation 
to increa.se his 1915 margin by the 
full 30 per cent. 
That represents the 
maximum permissible margin in any 
circumstance."

BRITISH SUPERIOR; 
FIGHTING STAMINA 
OF ENEMY REDUCED

WITH A BANK Ilf NEW YORK. 


New Tork, Oct. 1.—^New York city's 
opening drive of the campaign to raise 
at least half and as much more as pos- 
sible of second liberty loan In the sec- 
ond federal reserve district—11,500,- 
000,000 In twenty-four working days— 
was ushered in today by the ringing of 
church bells and by the shrieking of 
whistles from factories and 
harbor 
craft. 


To accomplish the project, proba- 
bly one of the most stupendous feats 
in popular finance ever attempted by 
any municipality in the world. It will

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variably follow up attask; but rather 
it is to be noted that the enemy real-

portance of the British thrust alonpr 
the Menin road. 


"This new British advance in the 
Tpres salient .now definitely threatens 
the enemy's line of communications to 
the Belgian coast. 
The Ostend-Lllle 
railway, which in a 
large 
measure 
feeds the German naval bases at Ostend 
and Zeebrugge, the latter the home 
port of the German high seas subma- 
rine 
flotillas, 
now comes -within the 
range of the fire of the British guns. 


"The superiority of the British over 
their enemies was conclusively proved 
during the engagement of the 
past 
week. 
The battle of Menin road, fur- 
thermore, shows that the fighting sta- 
mina of the Germans is deteriorating, 
not that the enemj' did not display 
great skill and dogged determination 
in his repeated counter attacks." 


Of the fighting on the French front 
the communique says: 


"The outstanding feature of the re- 
cent engagements Is the wastage of the 
man power of the enemy. 
If we com- 
pare the combat front of Verdun In 
1916, held by twelve German divisions, 
with the front along the Alsne In 1917, 
held by fourteen 
divisions, 
both 
of 
practically the same length. It is found 
that during the same period of time, 
from May to September, 1916, and 
1917, respectively, the enemy engaged 
along the Verdun front twenty-flve new 
divisions last year; along the Alsne 
thirty-five new divisions this year. 


"So great has been the wastage of 
enemy forces, owing to the improved 
mechanical means of the allies and the 
perfection of their methods of combat, 
that the Germans are obliged to main- 
tain in reserve as a minimum guaran- 
tee for the safety of their battle' line In 
the west at least tarty 
divisions. 


"The western front thus remains the 
principal battle front of the war. 
It is 
still strongly held by the enemy and his 
defensive strength, while 
shaken, re- 
mains powerful." 


The situation on the other fronts is 
(li.siniBsed with a brief review of recent 
dispatches. The only mention of Ameri- 
can forces is as follows:

In this state, and by the Stato Council 
of Defense, to reduce its per capita 
consumption of sugar from 4 ounces 
to at most 3 ounce* and If possible to 
3% ounces, In order that there may 
be accumulated a surplus of 100,000 
tons for export to France. There Is 
not now this surplus In the country, 
Mr. Hoover stat»s, and tho only way It 
can become available Is through a re- 
duced consumption. 


Mr. Hoover Is anxious that nothing 


be done to Interfere with the success- 
ful preservation at fruit, in which 
sugar is so essential. He particularly 
cautions state food 
commissioners 


against the false economy that might 
result from th« withholding enough 
sugar to properly preserve the food- 
stuffs now being harvested from fruit 
trees. It is by other, more practical 
and less hazardous methods of saving 
that he hopes to hav» the desired 100,- 
000 tons.What Hoover Soys. 


Following Is the telegram received 


by Mr. Barnard from Mr. Hoover, and 
which has been made the subject of a 
special bulletin from the 
Indiana 


S-i-ate Council of Defense, to county 
councils, through them to be made 
the subject of a special appeal to the 
citizenship of the rtate: 


"We have received a request 


from the French government that 
ws >illow th«m to export from the 
Unltod States 100,000 tons of sugar 
during the next month, and prob- 
ably more at a later period. 


Our own situation Is that we 


have just sufficient sugar to main- 
tain our normal consumption until 
the first of January, when th» new 
West Indian crop becomes availa- 
ble to all. 
Our consumption is at the rate 


of 90 pounds per person per year 
—a little under 4 ounces per day 
per person. 


The French people are on a ra- 


tion of sugar equal to only 21 
pounds per annum per perron— 
or at the rate of less than 1 ilnjle 
ounce per day per p*r»on—-a Uttl* 
more than the weight of a sllver 
dollar each day. 
The English and Italian rations 


are also not over 1 ounce p«r day. 


The French people will b» en- 


tirely without sugar for over two 
months if we refus* to part with 
enough from our stocks to ke»p 
them supplied with even this 
small allowance, a* it is not avail- 
able from any other quarter. 


Sugar ev*n to a ir*at»r amount 


than the French ration la a hu- 
man necessity. If our people will 
reduce by one-third their pur- 
chases and consumption of candy 
and of sugar for other uses than 
preserving fruit, which w* do not 
wish to Interfere with, we can 
save the French situation.

For the more serious side Red Cross 


has arranged for 50,000 pounds of 
ether, for a central plant for the man- 
ufatcure of nitrous oxygen, and a fac- 
tory for surgical instruments. Great 
warehouses have been erected for hos- 
pital -supplies and ba-ie hospitals hove 


| stations have been provided for the 
| poilus. 
Here they can bathe, have 


i their linen washed!, get good meals 
| and a place to sleep while waiting for 
| their trains. Canteens have been es- 
tablished in the field to supply French 
soldiers with hot coffee, tea, bouillon 
and also with refreshing cool drinks. 


Three hundred thousand dollars has 


been sent to Russia, $250,000 to Ru- 
mania, $222,000 to Serbia, $210,000 to 
Italy and $500,000 to Armenia and 
Spria. In each case a commission re- 
port will be the basis for far greater 
expenditure. 


Up-to-date, in connection with the 


various cantonments in this country 
something like $3,000,000 has been 
spent and this is iust a beginning. A 
Red Cross director has been assigned 
to each cantonment and where re- 
quested, a Red Cross sanitary unit is 
sent to look after the water and milk 
supply, drainage, etc. Six big Ret 
Cross emergency hospitals have been 
established, the idea being that no 
cantonment shall be more than 24 
hours ride from one of these. They 
are for use in case some big epidemic

Judge Collins Condemns the 


Use of County Jails 


as Prisons. 


NEVER INTENDED ' 


TO SERVE AS SUCH 


State Conference of Chari- 


ties and Corrections 


Held in Laporte. 


Laporte, Ind., Oct. 1.—Speaking be- 


fore the state conference of Charities 
and Corrections today, Judge James 
A. Collins, ot th« Marion criminal 
court, at Indianapolis, explained in 
what way the state has tecome a grea; 
offender against persons convicted o£ 
crime, and their dependents. Ho de- 
clared that whenever a state permits 
wrongs and abuses to exist within Its 
borders then the state Itself becomes 
an offender, and that in spite of the 
old legal maxim that "the state can do 
no wrong." In the course of his ad- 
dress he said: 
"The Jail was never intended to 


serve as a prison, and so long as the 
st&lo'permits its jails to be used as 
prisons, ao '..ng will sho continue to 
be an offender. 
And the Jail problem 


will remain with us BO long as the state 
countenances the price of petty politi- 
cal Kraft—paying ohorllTs forty cents 
a day for feeding prisoners." The 
speaker advocated the Btato furnish- 
ing the food instead of th- sheriff do- 
ing so. 
Condemns Prison Contract Ijnbor. 
The system of "contract labor" in 


prisons waa condemned by Judge Col- 
lins and he declared It never had been 
tho intention of the writers of the In- 
diana constitution that corporations 
and Individuals should "wax rich on 
the labor of tho stain's dnllunuenta." 
Continuing he said that poverty and 
misery should never be Increased by 
depriving the dependents,of convict* 
of their only means of support, leav- 
ing them absolutely without assist- 
ance. 
The use of labor at the Indiana pris- 


ons to repair, and if necessary build 
railroad cars, was suggested by Judgo 
Collins ns a possible useful occupa- 
tion for persons sent to the prisons. 
He urged that the regular factories 
and foundries in that wont would be 
relieved to a certain extent of the pres- 
ent pressure upon them. 


Comparing forward steps in care of 


prisoners, taken in Indiana and other 
states. Judge Collins said: 


'We In Indiana are not so t-'-r b»- 


hind our sister states in working out 
the problem of Inmate labor, but tho 
weakness in our system is a failure to 
provide for either tho inmate or his 
family to enjoy a little of tho fruit of 
hi* labor."

procession which followed the body of 
Thomas Ashe, the Sinn Fein leader who 
died Thursday, from the city hall to 
Gla^nevin cemetery yesterday, was ex- 
tremely large, exceeding in numbers 
even that of the Parnell funeral in 1891. 
The procession was very well organized 
and perfect order was kept. 


The principal contingents were Irish 


volunteers, the Gaelic Athletic associa- 
tion, the Oaelic leagued the Liberty Hall 
citizen army and Dublin Trade unions. 
There were also • many representatives 
from women's clubs. More than a dozen 
bands played patriotic airs. The three 
mile route was- lined with spectators, and 
the bells of the Catholic churches were 
tolled. The Irish volunteers wore their 
uniforms and carried sticks, although 
these were offenses against recent railli- 
tary regulations. There was also a firing 
party at the grave side. 


The government authorities did not in- 


terfere with the demonstration, which 
was most impressive. The embittered 
deling over the death of Ashe was much 
allayed by a change in the policy of the 
Teatment of prisoners under the defense 
of the realm act. The prisoners are now 
allowed to associate together, and are 
separated from the ordinary criminals 
They are also allowed to receive food 
from the outside.

along the Verdun front twenty-five new 
divisions last year; along the Aisne 
thirty-five new divisions this year.
